In response to the remand to the examiner from the BPAI, the claims have been reviewed in light of the memorandum issued on May 
15, 2008 by John J. Love, the Deputy Commissioner for Patent Examing Policy, entitled "Clarification of Processes under 35 (JSC 
101. Further, the claims do not recite purely mental steps and the claimed steps of "measuring" and "locking" inherently require use 
of machine. As such, it has been determined that the claims are directed to statutory subject matter under 35 USC 101. See In re 
Comiskey ( 84 USPQ2d 1670). The case is being returned to the BPAI for decision on appeal. 
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
